Levy Okayed 


For Ballot 
In November 


Placem ent of a one-mill 
mental health levy on the Nov. 8 
general election ballot was ap­ 
proved unanimously Thursday 
by the Columbiana County 
commissioners. 
A similar levy went down to a 
narrow 
defeat 
in 
June. 
Although it received a majority 
of the votes cast, it lacked the 
affirmative votes to produce 
the needed 55 per cent. It also 
was rejected by 
voters 
in 
November and in June 1976. 
The levy is expected to yield 
about $330,000 a year for each of 
the tax years of 1978, 1979, 1980, 
1981 and 1982, according to 
Donald Roberts, executive 
director of the Columbiana 
County Mental Health Clinic. 
It amounts to 10 cents for 
each dollar 
of 
valuation. 
Roberts emphasized none of the 
proceeds will be used for 
construction but only for 
operating costs of the new $1.2 
million clinic, to be erected on 
Route 154 near Route 11. 
Trustees of the Columbiana 
County Mental Health Clinic 
authorized submission of the 
levy to the commissioners at a 
meeting 
W ednesday. 
The 
proposal was presented to the 
commissioners Thursday by 
Roberts 
At the same time, the trus­ 
tees also had approved the pur­ 
chase of a 12 acre site near the 
Route 154-11 interchange for 
$22,000. It will be leasea from 
the commissioners, who will 
make the purchase. 
Roberts said the real estate 
transaction was handled by the 
Clyde Tschantz agency of 
Lisbon, which represented the 
out-of-town owners.

A building which served as a 
barn in the 19th century has 
been transform ed into the 
area's newest dining establish­ 
ment in Elkton. 
Paul Pugh and James Batey 
of 
E ast 
Liverpool 
have 
remodeled and refurbished the 
structure and turned it into a 
new restaurant, which is slated 
to open Sept. 7. 
The announcement of the 
opening was made Thursday at 
a preview luncheon for mem­ 
bers of the press and all who 
were connected with the proj­ 
ect. 
The 
restaurant, 
named 
“Lock 24” for a lock of the same 
number on the old Sandy 
Beaver Canal just south of the 
barn, is located on Route 154. 
The tow path and remains of 
the lock can be seen from the 
fence at the back of the prop­ 
erty on which the restaurant 
sits. 
The barn, which was pur­ 
chased in 1911 by Wade Huff­ 
man of Elkton, had been owned 
by his family from 1902 until 
Huffman sold it to Pugh and 
Batey. It was built in 1830, 
about the same time construc­ 
tion began on the canal. 
Robert Beatty of East Liver­ 
pool served as the architect for 
the remodeling project, with 
most of the work done by Pugh 
and Batey. The total cost of the 
renovation was about $100,000, 
according to Pugh. 


The owners have left as much 
as possible of the original barn 
intact, and the rustic decor of 
the restaurant includes beams 
and supports, steps and an 
irregular stone wall. The effect 
is continued with lighting of 
candle-like lanterns and Tif- 
fany-style ceiling lamps. 
Plants are hung throughout 
the dining room, which contains 
a working player piano. 


The restaurant will feature a 
variety of foods, with its menu 
planned around its specialty — 
wine. 
“This is something we’ve 
wanted to do for some time — 
take an old barn and make a 
restaurant out of it,” Pugh said. 
"I think there is a need for fine 
dining in the area and I felt 
Elkton was a good location be­ 
cause it is the gateway to the 
Beaver Creek State Park.” 
He noted the stream bor­ 
dering the tow path of the canal 
is the middle fork of the Little 
Beaver Creek; it has been 
designated as one of Ohio’s 
scenic river routes. The scenic 
route has its beginning in 
Elkton about 1,500 feet down­ 
stream from Lock 24 and it runs 
some 25 miles to the Ohio River. 
The restaurant will be oper­ 
ated by the Elkton Inn Corp. 
and will be managed by Pugh s 
son, Jim, who has woriced in a 
management capacity at the 
Hyatt Hotel and B lackie’s 
House of Beef in Washington, 
DC. 
Serving as assistant manager 
will be Jim ’s wife, Ely Nhu- 
Oanh, of Saigon, Vietnam, 
whom he met in Washington. 
Charlotte McDevitt will be 
the 
restau ran t’s 
office 
manager. 
The barn will house the res­ 
taurant 
downstairs, 
and 
banquet facilities for about 80 
persons upstairs.

The restaurant will be open

Of Chicago 
Dies At 81 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Col. 
Jacob M. Arvey, the “boss of 
Chicago” of the 1940s who 
rebuilt the city’s Democratic 
organization and helped save 
the presidency for Harry 
Truman, died Thursday. He 
was 81. 
Arvey’s doctors said he had 
been hospitalized for 14 days 
before “a recurrent heart at­ 
tack” took his life. 
The tough little politician’s 
reign as Chicago’s political 
boss lasted hardly five years 
before he yielded to a protege, 
Richard J. Daley, whip ruled 
Chicago’s Democrats for more 
than 20 years. Daley died last 
December. 
As Cook County Democratic 
Central Committee chairman, 
Arvey dumped one mayor, got 
a reform mayor elected, helped 
make a professor named Paul 
Douglas one of the nation’s 
most distinguished senators 
and pushed a socialite lawyer, 
Adlai Stevenson, into the 
governorship and three quests 
for the presidency. 
Arvey’s power at the county 
and national level faded with 
political reverses in 1950 and 
the rise of Daley.

Mayor Michael Bilandic, 
Daley's successor, said Arvey 
“ brought into governm ent 
some of the most outstanding 
public servants, both locally 
and nationally, we’ll ever 
know.” 
One of the men Arvey was 
credited with helping elect was 
Truman.

He taught in the Salem and 
Leetonia school districts before 
becoming principal of Southern 
Local High School in 1970.

He is affiliated with the Buck­ 
eye Association of School Ad­ 
ministrators and has served on 
several North Central Associa­ 
tion evaluation teams. He also 
is a member of the Ohio and na­ 
tional associations of Secon­ 
dary School Principals. 
Fieldhouse and his wife Sally 
have three children. They will 
be relocating in the Crestview 
area in the near future, school 
officials said. 


The fact was, Arvey did not 
want Truman at first. He 
yearned to have World War II 
hero Dwight Eisenhower head 
the Democratic ticket in 1948. 
But when the general said no 
Arvey went all out for Truman 
and put Illinois in the Demo­ 
cratic column in a tight elec­ 
tion. 
Arvey's political roots were 
based in the 24th Ward on the 
near West Side of Chicago. He 
once boasted, “If a candidate 
came to my ward, he knew that 
if I put my arm around him it 
meant 25,000 votes.”

To Bolster Funds 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (UPI) 
— Short-term loans to sustain a 
shaky pension plan are being 
sought by the United Mine 
Workers 
Health 
and 
R etirem ent 
Funds, 
which 
already has two sickly health 
plans causing widespread work 
stoppages in the coalfields. 
“We think things are going to 
be okay in September (for 
paying pensions),” said funds 
spokeswoman B árbara Mol- 
dauer, “ but we can’t say 
anymore. We don’t know what 
the August income will be.” 
Income does not appear 
healthy for August, she said. 
“There’s the possibility there 
may have to be additional cuts 
in benefits,” the official said. 
Trustees of the four-plan 
benefits system say they are 
seeking short-term loans to 
boost the ailing 1950s pension 
plan, which pays benefits to 
82,300 persons. 
A similar arrangement al­ 
ready exists for the 1950s health 
trust, where about $7 million 
has been borrowed on a 
reduced sliding scale, which 
requires the loans to be paid 
back by December, when the 
current coal contract expires. 
The entire system is com­ 
prised of four separate plans, a 
1950s health trust, covering 
224,000 beneficiaries; and 1950s 
pension trust, both of which pay 
Benefits to miners who retired 
before 1976; a 1974 health trust, 
covering 597,000 beneficiaries, 
and a 1974 pension trust, which 
pay benefits to miners from the 
post-1976 period. 
Inadequate funding and wild­ 
cat strikes have been blamed 
for the two health plans’ 
faltering. As of July 1, health 
policyholders had to pay up to 
$500 of their medical coats, 
which had been carried free. 
An additional $6 million in 
reserves for the 1974 health 
plan were sold this month, 
drawing it dangerously close to 
the red line. Miss Moldauer 


said. 
The Bituminous Coal Opera­ 
tors Association refused com­ 
ment on a Business Week 
Magazine report that the coal 
industry is willing to make 
early estimates of August 
production to enable the trus­ 
tees of the funds to negotiate 
with banks for credit. 
Only two solutions to the 
problems in the health funds 
were seen by Miss Moldauer.

It is aimed at covering 
whatever the immediate short­ 
fall is, based on expected in­ 
come. If income is $15 million, 
but immediate expenditures 
are $20 million, the funds will 
try to borrow the $5 million 
shortage and repay it as soon as 
the income is received. 
“We call it a bridge loan,” 
she said. “We don’t know how 
large a line of credit we may be 
able to secure.” 
She said income for the fund 
is about $20 million at present, 
the same amount being expen­ 
ded. 
“We see it as a question of 
various evils,” she said. “We’re 
working on it, (but) wouldn’t 
look on it as the salvation of the 
funds.”

ITU Votes To Commence 
Merger Talks With Guild 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - The 
concept of one big union for the 
newspaper, printing and graph­ 
ic arts industry has moved a 
step closer to reality, with the 
International 
Typographical 
Union’s vote to begin merger 
negotiations with The Newspa­ 
per Guild. 
Some 250 delegates to the 
ITU’s 
annual 
convention 
Thursday unanimously ap­ 
proved a resolution to open 
merger talks with the guild, 
which earlier this year also 
approved the merger talks. 
Re 


iild would not take place until 
late 1978 “at the earliest.” He 
said the negotiators must agree 
upon a complète structure for 
the new union, as well as a new 
set of by-laws. 
The committee work then will 
be submitted to delegates of 
each union’s convention, possi­ 
bly at the annual gatherings 
slated for next summer. After 
that, each union will conduct a 
referendum of its membership 
on the merger issue. Only after 
each union has ratified the 


lepresentatives of the Inter­ 
national Mailers Union afe 
expected to sit in on the 
proceedings. 
Leaders of all three labor 
organizations have repeatedly 
voiced strong support for 
eventual merger. 
“It’s going to mean a much 
stronger 
union, 
with 
one 
organization to deal with the 
complex problems of today’s 
newspaper and printing in­ 
dustry,” said Charles A.Perlik 
Jr., guild president. “When the 
merger becomes a reality, the 
members of all three unions 
will be more ably represented.” 
The 100,000-member ITU has 
lost about 20,000 mem bers 
during the last four years, 
mainly because of increasing 
automation in the printing 
industry, according to A.Sandy 
Bevis, ITU president. 
Current guild membership, 
composed mostly of editorial 
and business employees, is 
33,000. The mailers union has 
about 3,500 members. 
‘The ultimate solution is to 
bring about one union in the 
graphic arts industry,” Bevis 
contended. “That’s the way to 
get a viable trade union 
organization.” 
Perlik indicated that an 
actual merger of the ITU and

Officers them selves give various'reasons for 
what their colleagues have done. In Mobile and 
Dawson they mention ‘‘poor training” or the 
recruitment into the force of people who should 
not be policemen at all. Many offences of the 
“vicfindess" sort — prostitution, and, until the 
administration’s proposals to legalize it are 
accepted, marijuana smoking — are still classed 
as crim es. As such, they make too great a 
demand on the tim e and patience of the force. 
Many officers, too, are doing desk jobs for which 
they arc not suited and which might be given to 
ordinary clerks. 


For several years the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration has siphoned federal 
funds into schem es to help the police. It has paid 
for radios and police pensions, but it has not 
approach«! the problem of reducing the pres­ 
sure on individuals to “get results” by breaking 
the law Attorney General Griffin Befi, who has 
already endorsed a plan to reform the federal 
criminal code, has now recommended a critical 
look at the agency. He is likely to suggest that 
som e of its 50000 programs should be cancelled 
in favor of a closer and more considtent watch on 
how its funds are spent.

WASHINGTON - You can 
bet your security blanket that 
the 
nation’s 
m ost 
powerful, 
most feisty curmudgeon, 83- 
year-old labor chief George 
Meany, will be president of the 
AFL9&IO at least until 1980, the 
Lord permitting. It’s official. 
His national headquarters has 
just announced he will run 
again at their Decem ber con­ 
vention. 
Since Meany has led the 
"m ovem ent” 
virtually 
since 
1939, you might ask, “So what 
else is new?” Lots. Though he’s 
now going on 84, this last of the 
cen tu ry ’s h istoric p olitical- 
labor colossi is leading a series 
of national and international 
cam paigns which would shake 
up American industrialism and 
the United Nations just for 
starters. 
AT THIS* MOMENT, for 
ex a m p le, reports from his 
national 
office disclose 
he’s 
planning a 
worldwide 
tran­ 
sportation boycott of the J. F. 
Stevens company. Meany could 
hit the nation’s second largest 
textile corporation hard if he 
could tie up the firm ’s 
in­ 
tercontinental shipm ents. This 
he could accom plish with the 
cooperation 
of 
the 
London- 
b ased 
In ternational 
Tran- 
sp ortw ork ers’ 
F ed eration ’s 
m aritim e and dockside units. 
They reach all the way from 
New York and Britain to Hong 
Kong, Japan, New Zealand ana 
Australia. Meany already has 
the support of Teddy Gleason’s 
International Longshoremen's 
Assn. (1LA, AFL-CIO), which 
virtually crippled the American 
copper industry during an

He was interested in the price 
of an item most people ignore — 
a wheelchair. 
“I noticed that wheelchairs 
were selling in Britain for about 
a third of the price charged for 
identical chairs in the United 
States,” recalls Hotchkiss. “I 
inquired about buying one, but 
the salesm an said the parent 
company 
didn’t 
allow 
ship­ 
ments to the western hem is­ 
phere.” 
Hotchkiss 
was 
more 
than 
casually interested in w heel­ 
chair prices for two reasons. 
First, he was disabled in a 
motorcycle accident 11 years 
ago and, as a result, is one of 
a p p r o x im a t e ly 
4 0 0 ,0 0 0 
A m ericans for whom 
that 
medical device is a necessity of* 
life. 
In addition, he heads a 
Washington-based organization 
called the Center for Concerned 
Engineering, which began as a 
product sa fety organization 
founded by Ralph Nader but 
now concentrates on independ­ 
ent research of devices for the 
disabled. 
After returning from his trip, 
Hotchkiss published a detailed 
analysis of the price differences 
he found, often amounting to 
$300 or more for the sam e 
wheelchair marketed in the two 
countries. 
For exam p le, 
one 
chair 
manufactured by Everest 
& 
Jennings International (E&J), 
a 
Los 
Angeles 
firm 
which 
boasts that it is the largest 
producer of wheelchairs in the 
world, sold in this country for 
$4%. 
An identical chair was priced 
at $161 in Great Britain — and it 
was manufactured by Zimmer 
Orthopaedic 
Ltd., 
a 
British 
firm 
in 
which 
E&J 
owned 
almost 55 per cent of the out­ 
standing stock until at least 
1975. 
Hotchkiss’ findings inspired 
Justice Department anti-trust 
officials to open an investiga­ 
tion, but it dragged on unevent­ 
fully 
for 
three 
years 
until 
Debby Kaplan becam e inter­ 
ested in the problem. 
A young woman who works 
for 
the 
D isab ility 
R igh ts 
Center, 
another 
Washington- 
based public interest group, 
Ms. Kaplan was present at a 
mid-April luncheon sponsored 
by Public Citizen, a 
Nader 
organization. The speaker that 
day w as A ttorney G eneral 
Griffin 
B 
Bell. 
When 
Ms. 
Kaplan asked about the long- 
stalled probe, 
B ell w a sn ’t 
familiar with it but prom ised to 
check. 
Less than a month later, the 
Justice Department filed a civil 
suit in U.S. District Court in Los 
Angeles, alleging that E&J has 
violated the Sherman Antitrust 
Act since at least 
1955 by 
seek ing to m onopolize the 
domestic wheelchair industry. 
The suit specifically charges 
that B&J entered into agree­ 
ments with the largest w heel­ 
chair manufacturers in Britain 


(Zimmer) and West Germ any 
(Ortopedia GmbH) which pre­ 
vented them from exporting 
any wheelchairs to the United 
States. 
B&J is well known if not par­ 
ticularly beloved by those who 
are forced to depend on its 
w h eelch airs as their 
only 
means of mobility but who 
criticize the com pany 
for 
producing an over-priced but 
inferior product. 
About 75 per cent of the firm ’s 
total sales volume (alm ost $65.5 
million last year) is attribu­ 
table to wheelchairs. It m anu­ 
factures 60 per cent of all 
wheelchairs sold in this country 
and 90 per cent of the “pre­ 
scription” chairs sold to the 
severely disabled. 
E&J insists that it produces a 
high quality product, that it has 
“done nothing contrary” to the 
antitrust laws and that the Jus­ 
tice Department suit “com es as 
a com plete surprise.” 
But one survey reports that 
wheelchair users com plain of 
chronic breakdowns, 
inferior 
equipm ent and in ad eq u ate 
repair service. Another study 
claim s E&J spent $480,000 for 
advertising in 1975 but only 
$300,000 for 
research 
and 
development. 
“E&J pays lip service to 
producing a chair with im- 
K 
roved m obility and dura- 
ility,” says Hotchkiss. “But 
basically it’s a monopolistic 
company which m akes a great 
deal of money (more than $2 
million in after-tax profits last 
yea r) off the handicapped 
without really responding to 
their needs.”

Anti-Clergy Law Studied

A unique T en n essee law 
which bans members of the 
clergy 
from 
holding 
public 
office may be an anachrom ism , 
but it has generated at least one 
contender 
for 
the 
Guinness 
Book of Records. 
A friend-of-the-court b rief 
has been filed in a Supreme 
Court case challenging the law 
by groups representing som e 65 
million Am ericans — believed 
by lawyers to be more than any 
other 
excep t 
governm ent 
briefs. 
The case involves a Baptist 
minister, the Rev. Paul McDa­ 
niel, who a year ago was 
elected as a delegate to Ten­ 
n e sse e ’s con stitution al con ­ 
vention. 
But Tennessee’s state consti­ 
tution has a provision, dating 
from 1796 when anti-clericalism 
was rife in the young nation, 
forbidding ministers from hold­ 
ing public office. 
“Ministers of the gospel are 
by their profession dedicated to 
God and the care of souls, and 
ought not to be diverted from 
the great duties of their func­ 
tions,” the contested clause 
says 
McDaniel is challenging the 
constitutionality of the clergy 
ban and his case will be heard 
during the fall term of the 
Suprem e Court. M eanw hile, 
Supreme Court Justice P otter' 
Stewart has ordered the clergy­ 
man to be seated at the con­ 
stitutional convention now in 
progress 
The am icus brief contends 
that the Tennessee ban violates 
the “free exercise” of religion 
clause of the First Amendment 
“because it im poses the penalty 
of disqualification from public 
office upon those whose reli­ 
gious conscience impels them 
to serve as ministers of their 
faith.” 
“While the prohibition of the 
Religion Clause of the First 
Amendment is not absolute, the 
burden is on the State of Ten­ 
nessee to establish the presence 
of a com pelling interest that 
justifies infringing upon the 
c itiz e n ’s right to the free 
exercise of it s religion,” the 


brief argues 
“The State of Tennessee has 
not presented — nor can it 
present — any interest suffi­ 
ciently com pelling to justify 
impairment by a religious test 
for political office,” it said 


It said that even if anti­ 
clerica lism still ex isted in 
Tennessee — “which is highly 
doubtful” — it still would not 
justify the deprivation of such 
an important a right as to serve 
in the legislature or a con­ 
stitutional convention.

Court Upholds Sale Of leases 
Underseas Drilling In East 
Could Begin By Year's End 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Oil 
companies say drilling for oil 
and 
natural' 
gas 
in 
the 
Baltimore Canyon area off the 
coast of New Je rsey and 
Delaware could begin by the 
end of the year. 
The companies — Exxon, 
Mobil, Shell and Continental — 
made the prediction Thursday, 
after the 2nd Circuit US. Court 
of Appeals unanimously rev­ 
ersed a lower court ruling of 
Feb. 17 that voided the sale of 
$1 13 billion in leases for 93 
undersea tracts.

D epartm ent 
spokesman said drilling could 
begin whenever the Environ­ 
m ental 
P rotection 
Agency 
moves on granting exploration 
permits, but 
he said 
“real 
production” will not begin for 
four to six years. 
The government estim ates 
400 million to 14 billion barrels 
of oil and 2.6 trillion to 9.4 


trillion cubic feet of gas may lie 
in the 500,000-acre area, located 
on 
the Atlantic 
Continental 
Shelf 50 to 100 miles east of New 
Jersey and 100 miles south of 
Long Island. Some 40 com­ 
panies bought the leases. 
The appeals court, in a 41- 
page decision, 
rejected US. 
District Judge Jack Weinstein’s 
contention that an environmen­ 
tal impact statem ent for the 
drilling 
was 
inadequately 
prepared. The panel said any 
future problem s 
could be 
handled by the government as 
the project progresses. 
“There comes a point when 
the chain of ‘ifs’ gets too long 
and too tenuous to be of any

The decision was a major 
setback for environmentalists 
worried that not enough safe- 


guards were incorporated into 
the venture to prevent 
a 
possible oil spill that could 
damage Long Island and New 
Jersey beaches and marine life. 
“ W e’re very disappointed 
and we’re considering whether 
to appeal,’’ said Sarah Chasis, a 
staff lawyer for the National 
Resources Defense Council, one 
of the environmental groups, 
which filed suit to block the 
project.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Young 
John Worman had a few lessons 
to learn as he grew up at the 
turn of the century on his 
fam ily's 
farm 
In 
Salem 
Township. Worman, now 82, 
and a resident of Leetonia, tells 
today how he learned the dif­ 
ficult lesson that parents are 
not infallible.) 
Couldn't See Butchering 
The four kids were not 
allowed to witness this early 
procedure as it was not thought 
advisable for young children to 
see the killing, blood, etc. The 
women ran into the house and 
back and forth to the kettle 
place and at times we were all 
alone with Grandpa. We played 
around upstairs and down and 
were having a lot of fun. We 
could hardly wait until dinner 
when the sweetbreads would be 
fried. 
At the bottom of the stairs 
was a sort of alcove where two 
doors opened — one to the north 
side and one to the south In the 
corner was standing a “ muzzle 
loading rifle” and I suddenly 
took a notion to stoop down and 
play 
with 
the 
trigger and 
hammer. I had hardly got 
started when 
there 
was 
a 
terrific “ bang” that scared us 
all. Men and women rushed into 
the house and there I was, too 
scared to stand and the other 
three sitting on the top step No 
one was hurt and I thought I 
was going to get a switching, 
for my father looked very grim. 
Aunt Mary said, “ Don’t switch 
the boy. Switch yourself You 
certainly knew better than to 
leave that loaded gun sitting in 
the house” ! 


The gun was taken to the 
shop, hung high on pegs and 
never used again. My father 
had loaded it some days before 
to shoot something or other. He 
was a great hunter, to my 
mother’s disgust. He had not 
seen his game and had come 
home and simply set the gun in 
the corner and forgot. it. I 
learned that my father could 
make a mistake. I did not know 
how to feel about it, glad ot 
sorry, because I had always 
thought that my father knew 
everything and that he was 
never wrong 
Aunt M ary and Ethel left for 
Asheville some time before 
Christmas. 
Uncle Joe went 
along, thinking he could get 
work at the carpenter trade. 
For the first 
time 
he en­ 
countered racism. He found out 
that a white man could not work 
with “ niggers.” All work was 
done by them everywhere, even 
in the doctor's clinic. His office 
and instruments were tended to 
by Negroes and Negro orderlies 
did all the work in the hospital. 
My uncle could have been a 
builder and hired workers or he 
could have been a foreman But 
work on the job—no. 
Needed Tumor Removed 
After examining Aunt Mary 
the doctor (Dr. Ambler who 
was raised in Salem, O.) told 
her she hacT no perceptible TB 
Dut tnat she diet have a fibroid 
tumor that ought to be removed 
soon. Dr. Ambler did not do 
surgery at his clinic. 
Since they 
were 
in 
the 
“ South” Aunt Mary decided to 
stay for a couple months. There 
was much to see in Asheville. 


The Vanderbilts, who at that 
time owned most of the railroad 
systems in the U S, had an 
immense estate there; a big 
farming operation with 
10« 
dairy cows and a mansion of 
hundreds of rooms, all of which 
were open to publi6 viewing. 
People were guided through the 
mansion, the grounds, the 
barns and the dairy where they 
made premium class butter. 
But here also was the same 
story. The “ niggers” milked 
the cows, took care of the 
hundred horses and made the 
butter. In the mansion, all 
maids were black and all wore 
the 
same 
uniform. 
The 
housekeeper was white as was 
the farm superintendent. 


With Aunt Mary and Ethel 
gone our house seemed empty. 
Mother now used Aunt M ary’s 
kitchen, which had a better 
stove, a bigger table and a 
pantry. It also had two outside 
doors. My father could not open 
the door and go straight to the 
barn, where for ten years he 
had to go out our only outside 
door and walk around the house 
before he could go to the barn 
Our own kitchen-dining room 
combination had been pretty 
crowded. Although after my 
grandfather had died, his 
bedroom was used jointly as a 
living room for both families. 


Now for the first time we had 
a 
lot 
of 
company 
in 
the 
evenings. Elban Floding and 
James Hammond liked to play 
cards. They played Pedro 
mostly, as it seemed a lot of fun 
for a player to bid 14 and make 
it 


I got my first experience in 
writing letters as Aunt Mary 
was always asking us to write. 
With all 
the excitement in 
Asheville, she and Ethel grew 
homesick. Neither had ever 
been away from home before. 
My father and mother seemed 
happier and we had the nicest 
Christmas ever 
Fred and 1 
received a brand new store 


bought 
sled. 
But 
we 
were 
somewhat disappointed when it 
did not go much further than 
our old one. 


My father seemed more 
cheerful. The times 
were 
comparatively prosperous and 
he spent a lot of time planning 
what he was going to do in the 
future

Does medicine affect sperm? 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


D EA R DR. LAM B - My 
husband has in n er e ar 
problems. The doctor has 
diagnosed it as Meniere’s dis­ 
ease. He is on Antivert and 
Hygroton. 
We would like to know if the 
medicine he is taking would 
have 
any 
effect 
on 
him 
because we would like to have 
another baby. Does this 
medicine have any effect on 
the sperm? 
D E A R R E A D E R - That is a 
good question. There is sur­ 
prisingly little information on 
the e ffe c ts of v a rio u s 
medicines on men as potential 
fathers. There is quite a bit 
more information on women. 
There is nothing to indicate 
either medicine would have 
any adverse effect in this 
regard on your husband. 
Antivert should NOT be 
used by a woman who is preg­ 
nant or who may become 
pregnant. It has been shown to 
cause birth defects in preg­ 
nant rats. Several of the an­ 
tihistamines such as Antivert 
that are used to prevent mo­ 
tion sickness or dizziness 
should not be used in these 
women. The changes, if any, 
would occur during the 
development process and 
there are no studies that im­ 
plicate the use of such 
medications in men as a fac­ 
tor in birth defects. 
Hygroton is a diuretic used 
to flush out salt and water. 
Diuretics should not be used in 
pregnant women unless there 
is a good medical indication. 
The drug does pass through 
the placenta and affects the 
baby. This may not be as a 
birth defect but rather as a 
disturbance in chem ical 
balance, jaundice of the baby 
and possibly some changes in 
blood clotting mechanisms. 
Diuretics also appear in the 
mother’s milk 
A nursing 
m other should not take 
diuretics. If she has to take 
them for a medical reason she 
should stop nursing the baby. 


D EAR DR. LAM B - My 
husband has congestive heart 
failure due to a leaky valve. 
He is under the care of an ex­ 
cellent physician who has him 
on a low sodium diet and 
medicines. 
Occasionally he becomes 
short of breath due to overex­ 
ertion. Would you please ex­ 
plain what takes place to him 
physically when this happens? 
D EA R R E A D E R - Nor­ 
mally the left side of the heart 
fails first. The leaky valve you 
speak of is no doubt in the left 
side of his heart. 
When the heart is called 
upon to work harder than it 
can it fails to pump enough 
blood through the left side of 
the heart and the blood backs 
up in the lungs. 
The excess blood in the 
lungs causes fluid to leak out 
of the small blood vessels into 
the tiny air sacs of the lungs 
As the air sacs fill with fluid 
the lungs are no longer ef­ 
ficient in exchanging air. The 
person becomes breathless 
Sometimes this is almost like 
an asthmatic response giving 
rise to the medical term, 
“ cardiac asthma ” 
As soon as the left heart 
catches up with its workload 
and pumps out the excess 
blood the lungs clear and 
breathing returns to normal. 
The breathlessness in your 
husband’s case is an indica­ 
tion that he has exceeded the 
work capacity of his heart 
with its leaky valve, in 
selected cases leaky heart 
valves can be replaced.
